A Green Thumb 


Those of you who have kaown 
me as the gay man-about-town,

FORT SASKATCHEWAN, July 29.—The con- 
fluence of Sturgeon and Saskatchewan rivers, five 
miles north of the Fort Saskatchewan bridge, cur- 
rently assumes the role of Mecca for local anglers. 
Recent rains raised the rivers slightly and during the 
past two weeks goldeye fishing appeared to have 
reached its peak. 

Heavy catches of goldeye are reported almost 
daily with occasional good-sized jacks and small 
pickerel varying the bill-of-fare. 

Fishermen hereabout agree that a No, 2 hook 
baited with a gob of common garden worms is 
enough to send even the most wary goldeye into 
spasm of ecstasy, and on the end of a light rod the 
goldeye can be counted on to put up a game struggle.

What military sclentists want is 
a method of controlling the 
weather and directing its effect 
on an enemy. Such control would 
offer various possibilities, not 
the least of which would be the 
ability to create droughts and 
thus destroy a country’s food 
supply. 

If scientists can develop the 
“cloud-seeding” experiments al- 
ready conducted they may be 
able to turn loose drought or 
flood at will. 

In recent months the military 
has shown keen interest in the 
laboratory-scale experiments of 
civilian scientists, notably those 
of Vincent J. Schaefer and Dr. 
Irving Langmuir of the General 
Electric Company. 


These men and others have suc- | 


ceeded in producing precipitation 
from clouds by suddenly chilling 
them with dry ice.
